For one bundred and fifty years her flag dis- 
appeared from the ocean. Her navy then consisted 
only of unwieldy galleons, such as Anson captared.

i Again that strange man, whose fate seems to 
be to set the world in a blaze, has set Spain upon 
arming too. She has had some twenty-four gun- 
boats launched on the Thames. These, and some 
dozen of French vessels, are moored off the shore of 
Algesiras; os.the shore are. about 15,000 Spanish 
soldiers, almost under the shadow of Gibraltar. 

The motive alleged for this armament is fair and 
reasonable, though the armament itself appears to 
be far greater than the objeet requires. Spain desires 
to revenge certain insults on the part of the Moors 
around Ceuta and the few miles of African territory 
which Spain still retains. She desires also to punish 
the Riff Pirates for their attacks upon Spanish mer- 
chant ships. The Riffians dwell in villages perched 
like nests upon the mountains, or in caverns and ra- 
vines upon the edge of the sea. The whole coast, from 
the French frontier at Kalatal to Penou de Valez, is 
formedof high and rugged cliffs jutting out into the sea. 
There is said to be only one place where it is possible 
to land troops--at Ras-ud-Dir---and a handful of de- 
termined men could prevent an embarkation even 
here. The profession f the inhabitants is piracy. 
They have been frequently cannonaded, but without 
any permanent effect, by English or Spanish vessels, 
Latterly they have, in conjunction with some fanatic 
tribes in their neighbourhood, excited the Moors on 
the tongue-like promontory of Afriea to attack Ceuta 
Rabat, and other Spanish settlements. A move- 
ment also has taken place among the Morocco tribes, 
on the Western frontier of Algiers. Probably the 
Moors were acquainted with the fact that several 
thousands of French troops were withdrawn to serve 
in Italy, and thought they might venture to attack 
the African settlements with impunity. 

Every civilised and commercial nation should re- 
joice in the subjection of the Riffs. Spain has been in- 
sulted beyond all other nations, for they have not only 
plundered her merchant ships, but pillaged her towns. 
As long as Spain confined her attempts to the sub- 
jugation of the Riffs, her attempt is laudable and de- 
serving of success. But it cannot be denied that 
latterly Spain has ventured to use language towards 
England which gratitude should have taught her to 
avoid. England spent two or three hundred mil- 
lions, and sacrificed 100,000 lives, td liberate Spain 
from the tyranny of Bonaparte. Spain owes us a 
very large public debt, which she seems quite un- 
willing to repay. She owes not only independence 
of France, but her internal constitution, entirely to 
us; yet the public journals talk of seizing Gib- 
raltar, and driving the English into the sea. They 
say that the fortifications are crumbling, and, even if 
they were not, that the Emperor’s rifled cannon, with 
which Spain has suddenly been supplied, would force 
us to evacuate the place, and restore the rock to its 
own “ Nationality.” Spain has no intention of 
making a coup de main upon old Gibraltar, but such 
language is a proof of deep ingratitude on the part 
of a nation which owes her very existence to us, 

We have Treaties with the Emperor of Morocco, 
and are interested in the preservation of his king- 
dom. England, consequently, offered her mediation 
between him and Spain, but this offer has been 
rejected by the latter Power. Arguing, probably, 
from some information with which they have been 
furnished, the French journals assert that the an- 
swer of Spain has caused deep umbrage to the Eng- 
lish Cabinet. The Debats writes :— 

+The intentions of Spain were no sooner known 
“than unjust distrust manifested itself in Eng- 
“land. We may say unjust, because it is impossible 
“to justify by legitimate motives the ill-humour 
“ which the conduct of Spain inspires in the British 
“Government. It is not attributing /to that ill- 
“ humour a reason acceptable to Europe to say that “ig 
“*isimportant for the security of Gibraltar that 
“*Spain should not be more solidly established in 
“*Moroeco. It will not be easy to persuade any- 
“ body that it is the duty of Spain to sacrifice the 
“ security of her African possessions and the honour 
“ of her flag to the security of Gibraltar. 


“Ifit be important for Gibraltar, which we are 
“ very little disposed to believe, that Ceuta and Melilla 
“should be at the mercy of the Moors, and that no 
“sentinel should be able to show himself on their 
“ fortifications without being made a mark for a mus- 
“ket-ball, we understand that England may see with 
“a certain displeasure the preparations of Spain 
“against Morocco. But such displeasure isofa class 
“that people generally conceal, because they cannot 
‘colour it with any reason avowable in the eyes of 
“the world. It requires, indeed, surprising frank- 
“ness and coolness to say—‘I will that such a na- 
“*tion should remain weak, and should not revenge 
“**itselfon barbarians, because I possess in its country 


| “*a fortress which would, perhaps, lose part of its 


“* value if that nation gained in power.’ Such i 
“nevertheless, the language of a part of the English

They retreated on their fortresses, they left the 
Legations, their works at Ancona, and by the time the 
Prince had worked himself up to the proper pitch of 
martial ardour there was no enemy to fight. He did not 
even “assist” at Magenta or Solferino. The separate 
corps remained in embryo, the Tuscans and Modenese 
have never had any fighting as yet, and the great war of 
1859 passed over without the Prince’s name receiving 
any additional lustre. 

Riu the Prince had not lost all chance. The Dukes 
had fled from Florence and Modena, and the poor 
Duchess of Parma was expelled by the subjects of her 
son. The interview at Villafranca might have been 
expected to end in some stipulation in favour of the 
cousin who would have fought so bravely, and who only 
wanted an opportunity ; but at Villafranca Napoleon 
Jerome was never mentioned, or was mentioned only to 
be put aside. The Dukes were to be restored, if not by 
French and Austrian bayonets, at least by the advice 
and moral suasion of the two Emperors. What chance, 
then, was there fer the Prince? But soon it appeared 
that the Tuseans and their coantrymen would not have 
their fugitives back at all, and that they were deter- 
mined to place a throne at the disposal of some worthy 
aspirant. ‘The hopes of the Palais Royal again rose 
high. Who so likely to be chosen for the throne of 
Central Italy as the Prince who went out to fight for 
it? But again fortune frowned. The Italians, with 
that want of consideration and gratitude which dis- 
tiuguishes them, still clung to the notion of an united 
italy. They would have nothing to say to a French 
Prince, but unanimously proffered their allegiunce to 
the Sardinian Monareh. To overcome this obstinacy 
has been the task of the Prince’s partisans for several 
weeks past. But the determination of the Italians is 
too strong, and the engagements at Villafranca are too 
binding. The result is, that now the claim of Prince 
Napoleon is definitively quashed by the French Emperor. 
This decision is, no doubt, a right one, and will not 
diminish the prestige of Napoleon III. There can be 
no doubt that to place Prince Napoleon on the throne 
of Florence would be a great mistake in the present 
state of Italy and the present temper of the Italian 
people. ‘That he is a man of considerable ability may 
be true, and it is probable he would make a fair 
Sovereign. But Italy requires unity, and Englishmen, 
at least, though opposed to the disturbance of European 
peace, are anxious that the present opportunity should 
not be lost, but that there should be an Italy which 
both France and Austria may respect. It is hard, 
indeed, to see in what way such a solution may be 
reached, but it is certainly not to be attained through 
the sovereignty of a French Prince.

THE ENGLISH ARMY. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE GLOBE. 

Sir,---As it ismuch debated at this present moment 
what is the best mode of recruiting for the English 
army, so .4s to render it effective and paramount, I 
hope I may be allowed tooffer a few remarks. I have 
heard it said, and I have seen it stated, that the best 
thing would be to have a conscription like that which 
is enforced in France. But before sch a measure is 
adopted it would be well to consider the different 
character of the natives of the two countries. I have 
been led to this consideration by an article which 
appeared ina French paper, the Siecle, of September 19, 
After describing the French soldier in his grey great 
coat and red cap lounging about, when not on service, 
the author continues:---“Yet these grey coats are 
France. Let the cannon roar, a sudden change takes 
place with thesé young fellows; they set themselves 
up erect, their eyes flash with a sudden fire, and they 
rush upon the breach of Constantine, the outworks of 
Malakoff, or the heights ofSolferino. The battle is fought 
then see these brave grey-coats at their bwouac. Have 
they to walk in frozen mud without fire and without 
bread, or to encamp under burning sun, these soldicrs 
are able to bear all: let the cholera come, or typhus or 
other feyer, or all the epidemics which follow armies, 
they wilt] contend against them withthe same courageous 
againstthe enemy. His time of service being expired 
the soldier, returns to his native place, ploughman, la- 
bourer, or workman on the roads, he takes up his mat- 
tock, wheels his wheelbarrow, or breaks stones on the 
highways, without perceiving that he has been a hero.’’ 
“France is a nation of soldiers; it is the revolution 
which has made them so.. The Russian, the Austrian, 
and Trussian, the Englishman, they are not soldiers born; 
they become so. For want ofa natural disposition, the 
millitary spirit must be inculcated in them slowly and 

tiently. Once acquired, by dint of long perseverance, 
t is never lost---it absorbs all the other faculties; once a 
soldier, he is not fit for anything but to be a soldier. In 
France, on the contrary, they take up the musket and 
lay it down with the same facility ; their warlike nature 
(naturel guerrier) supplies the place of military spirit. 
The French soldier always sees something beyond the 
battle ; he sees the village spire ; he returns and marries 
the girl of his heart, and his children, like their father,

But it is not so with the Englishman; he has no 
natural turn for being a soldier in the proper sense of 
the word, and when he has been a soldier he rarely 
loses his aequired military habits. He may like being 
a volunteer, or one of the yeomanry corps, where he is 
not taken away from ciyil pursuits but for a short time 
and at interyals,, There is no fear of his not fighting gal- 
lantly ; he has a “eye a mi of cou which 
sometimes leads him into rs; he would rather 
walk up to the mouth Sé cannon and be blown te 
pieces than creep up stealthily behind it, and take the 
gun.

Tue» Rev. CANON Srowen, at Norwics, on Fo- 
REIGN Missions.—The Rey. Canon Stowell addressed a 
meeting at Norwich, on Tuesday, over which the 
bishop of the diocese presided. The reverend gentle 
man, who ke with his accustomed power and elo 
quence, said he was delighted to find that the reproductive 
principle was now beginning to appear in connection 
with the cause of missions. A self-sustaining power 
appeared in the churches planted in the wilderness, both 
as re pecuniary contributions and native clergy. 
Zealand and Sier Leone were instances 
of this, and in the latter case he had uo sym- 
pathy with the lingering prejudice against a black 

For this part, he thought a black bishop in Sierra 
Leone would be just the right man in the right 
place. What more beautiful than to see the lawn sleeves 
contrasting with the black skin? (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) He should be just as willing to have his son 
confirmed and ordained by black hands ; for it was not 
the colour of the skin, but the state of the heart, which 
was the essential point. Was not the swarthy Cyprian 
a black bishop, and did he not preside over a conclave of 
86 black bishops? He believed the world would not be 
wholly converted by Europeans, but that the indigenous 
inhabitants of countries brought under the influence of 
the Gospel would most largely spread the truth. (Hear, 
hear.) Referring to India, the rev. gentleman argued 
that we had a Christain duty to perform with regard to 
that vast portion of the globe. If we did 
not lead the natives of India to believe that we were 
Christians, that our government was Christian, I 
and that our creed was Christian, we should be 
unfaithful /to onr duty, and the tie which bound 
ur to India would be severed. What right had we to 
seize those mighty nations merely for the aggrandise- 
ment of our power ? What right had we, the 
people of this little rockgirt isle, to hold 200,000,0c0 
fellow immortals under our power, unless we did so for 
God's glory, and endeavoured to free them from misera- 
ble superstitions and diabolical impurities? It was a 
poor and pitiful thing merely toconquer by the sword, 
and then keep fellow-creatures with souls like our owu 
in degradation ; but it would be a noble thing to elevate 
them and make them heirs with God and joint heirs with 
Christ. Let other nations glory if they pleased intheir 
fleets and armies, in conquere! provinces, ravaged 
villages, and ruined hamlets, but let England’s glory 
lie in being earth's benefactress and heaven’s ambassa- 
dress. |

ANNUAL CATTLE SHOW. 

BALLINASLOR, Tuurspar.—The nineteenth annual 
exhibition of atock and farming produce, in connexion 

with the above-named n, was held this day 
on the fair-green. The morning having set in with a 
rather threatening aspect, it was feared that the show 
would not prove a successful one, in point of the atten- 
dance ; but the day improving as it advanced, all such 
fears were dissipated, and the show turned out in allfres- 
pects fully equal to any held here for some years past. 
In conseqeence of there being no prizes offered in the 
landlord class, the number of entries in this department 
was not considerable. The deficiency was, however, 
more than counterbalanced by the extent and generally 
high character of the stock comprised in the farmer’s 
class. The number of entries for competition was over 
. Amongst the exhibitors Lord Clancarty was par- 
ticularly successful. He contributeda herd of buffalo 
cattle which attracted very general admiration. Mr.

"of Flowerhill, showed a number of Durham bulls of ad- 
-mirable breeding and in the highest condition. 

In the department of poultry and agricultural pro- 
duce Lord Clancarty was the principal exhibitor, amongst 
the greene yar and it was gratifying to observe 
that the small farmers (whose interests the society was 
originally founded to advance) on this as on past occa 
sions, showed their appreciation of its benefits by con 
tributing largely in this as in the other department. The 
show of mangel wurzul, turnips, carrots, parsnips, and 
other roots was on all hands considered to have been the 
most successful, both in extent and quality, ever held 
under the auspices of this excellent society. The show 
of implements was an extensiveand varied one, and com- 
prised specimens of many of the most recent additions to, 
and improvements in, agricultural machinery.

Tue [TALAAN Priest.—The Italian priest is a very 
different being from the men wearing the same cloth in 
France and Great Britain. You do not find here the 
marble brows, the pale square faces, the serious, sullen 
countenances, which haunt French confessional and 
pulpit. Italy gave birth to no Fenelons, no Bossuets or 
Xaviers. Out of 100 Italian ecclesiastics you hardly 
find one who is anything else than “a jolly priest.” 
Humane and charitable they frequently are, capable ot 
assiduous and even heroic devotion to their flock, by fits 
and starts, in time of great calamities ; but their nor 
mal existence is one of habitual indolence and indulgence, 
of silly inanity and jocular frivolity. In the towns they 
are haunters of corner eafés and dingy apothecaries’ 
shops. Ih the country they are often sportsmen, bowl 
and card players, always high livers, deep drinkers, and 
even noisy carovsers. A clergyman who knows the 
ways of the world is above all things anxious to secure 
the reputation of a “ Prete delle legge.” He never 
disguises his thorough contempt. for the regular or 
monastic clergy, and professes an unaffected abomination 
of Jesuitism. He courts popularity by his laxity, and 
knows that penitents will flock tof confessional in 
proportion as he makes himself khown for a spiritual 
director dalla manica larga, “ with the broad sieeve,” 
viz., ready to swallow the camels, and the gnats tov, ot 
the sinners who kneel at his feet. He knows that if 
he is not too nice in the administration of spiritual law, 
people will not be tooeager to pry into his domestic 
arrangements—will not look into’ the mouth of his 
housemaid or housekeeper to know whether she be 18 of 
80, and that they will pat his little “ nephew’s’’ chubby 
cheeks, either with no remarks, or only with a nod 
anda wink, and a sly “ Filii presbyterorum sunt nepotes.” 
The priest in Italy is, almost without exception, a 
man of no books. The missal is his Koran, the 
only volume he cares, and often is able, to read. 
One year’s schooling is sufficient to turn « ploughby 
into a mere “ mass priest.” Not one in a hundred cier- 
gymen in Italy is fit to address two words to his con- 
gregation, even in the coarsest patois. It is a religion 
of dumb show and whispered prayers ; any blunder in 
the priest’s Latin is drowned by the peal of the organ 
Italy has produced but few preachers, and those only 
of the Gavazzi style—mere pulpit-pounders, with (he 
delivery of a strolling player and theaction of a mounte- 
bank. This country yields no controversialists ; they 
leave Fleuries to write ecclesiastical histories, Wise 
mans to publish the ofthe Popes. The only 
ascetic books printed in this century are the works Ó! 
Manzoni and Pellico, laymen. The Propaganda iss
